Plane Crashes, 
Located Today 


MARINETTE — Marinette 
County Sheriff’s officers about 
noon today located the wreck­ 
age of a single-engine airplane 
which crashed early this morn­ 
ing in a heavily-wooded area 
northwest of Athelstane, Wis., 
in northern Marinette County. 


There was no immediate in­ 
dication of whether or not the 
pilot of the plane survived the 
crash.

wreckage was found about sev­ 
en miles northwest of Athel­ 
stane and officers had to hike 
through woods from a logging 
trail to reach the scene. 


The plane was reported miss­ 
ing Wednesday night during a 
flight from Milwaukee to Iron 
Mountain. The pilot was identi­ 
fied as Robert Ness, 21, of 
Morris, 111., who officials said 
left Morris Wednesday and was 
near Milwaukee when he radi­ 
oed plans to fly to Iron Moun­ 
tain. 


He was believed to be alone 
in a 
single-engine, 
four-seat 
Mooney. 


Federal Aviation Agency of­ 
ficials said the plane left Mil­ 
waukee at 8:55 p.m. last night 
and was due to arrive about 
10:40 p.m. at Iron Mountain. A 
search was started a half hour 
after the plane failed to land. 


The D i c k i n s o n County 
Sheriff’s Dept, said a plane was 
heard at Menominee about 2:44 
a.m. today. 


The plane is owned by Mid-

Fish Tug Disaster 
On Lake Recalled 
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Bj ARTHUR HOUGH 


Piitly years ago, Oct. 23, 1917, 
the Voyage of No Return oc­ 
curred for the fish tugs, Beulah 
W., owned by Capt. John D. 
Leonard and George O. Hough, 
and the tug, Ella W., owned by 
Martin Holmberg and a brother 
Gottfrid Holmberg. 


As a crew member on the 
Beulah W. with Leonard and 
Hough for the year of 1915, 
from April through November, 
•gain in 1918 and. for, „.two 
months in ^ 1917, there were, 
many. m inor things which I 
have remembered. One of. these 
was our devoted friendship with 
the Holmberg boys. There were 
quite a few occasions that my 
brother,^ George and I would 
go out on th e . Holmberg, .boat 
withVGottfrid while Leonard 
stayed in , to help Martin Holm­ 
berg with,repair of other boats.
